STAMP ACT.

AN ACT imposing duties on Promissory Notes, Bills of Exchange, Specialities and other

Instruments of Writing, o aid

SecTioN 1. Be it enacted by the General As-
sembly of Maryland, That from and after the
tenth day of May next, there shall be levied, col-
lected and paid in this Stale, the several stamp
duties following : for every skin or piece of vel-
lum, or parchment, or sheet or piece of paper or
other material, upon which shall be printed or
written any or either of the instruments of writ-
ing following, to wit: on any bond, obligation,
single bill or promissory note or notes, made or
executed in this State above one hundred dollars,
and note made or issued by any incorporated
Bank of this State, and on any foreign or inland
bill of exchange or other evidence of debt above
one huandred dollars, whether endorsed or other-
wise, and whether made or issued by any incor-
porated institution, individual or firm, according

in paying the debts of the State.

to the following scale, that is to_say—If not ex-
ceeding two hundred dollars, ten cents ; if above
two hundred dollars and not exceeding three hun-
dred dollars, fifteen cents; if above three hundred
dollars and not exceeding five hundred dollars,
twenty-five cents ; if above five hundred dollars
and not exceeding one thousand dollars, fifty
cents; if above one thousand dollars and not
exceeding fifteen hundred dollars, seventy-five
cents; if above fifteen hundred dollars and not
exceeding two thousand dollars, one dollar; if
above two thousand dollars and not exceeding
three thousand dollars, one dollar and fifty cents;
if above three thousand dollars and not exceed-
ing four thousand dollars, two dollars; if above
four thousand dollars and not exceeding five
